The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest all of the limitations of the claimed 
invention including a method of manufacturing an electric motor with the step of disposing a 
stator already having a plurality of inserted stator leads into a lead separating assembly, the leads 
extending beyond the stator from windings installed in stator slots or the step of gathering the 
plurality of stator leads together into a bundle by placing the plurality of stator leads extending 
freely from the stator into a lead collector and rotating the lead collector to wind the stator leads 
together.
